The General Education Board 
has 
decided to give the sum of $150,000 to 
Gettysburg College. 
Dr. William A. Granville, president 
of 
the institution, 
received definite 
word to that effect late Thursday af­ 
ternoon. 
Before the 
Gettysburg 
$1,000,000 
endowment and expansion 
campaign 
started the General Education Board, 
or 
Rockefeller 
Board as it is also 
known, was asked by Gettysburg au­ 
thorities 
to contribute 
a 
handsome 
sum. 
No definite promise was given 
the college authorities 
at that time 
and it was not known for certain un­ 
til Thursday afternoon that the dona­ 
tion would be received. 
This gift of the General 
Education 
Board which will add great stimulus 
to the college campaign for funds 
is 
given only on condition that the in­ 
stitution raise an additional $300,000. 
Owing to the fact that it is not cer­ 
tain 
how' some of the 
money raised 
during the drive will be spent 
there 
can be no exact estimate made of the 
portion 
of the 
$300,000 already 
at 
hand. 
According to 
Dr. Granville, 
however, "far more than half” of the 
$300,000 is already available for en­ 
dowment. 
The gift of the General Education 
Board is only for the purpose of en­ 
dowing the institution while a portion 
of the funds raised 
during the cam­ 
paign 
will 
be use*!, of course, 
for 
other causes. 
If the alumni 
of Gettysburg 
Col­ 
lege display aa 
much enthusiasm to­ 
ward the 
drive in future months 
as 
they did here 
during commencement 
week the authorities of the institution 
believe there will be little difficulty in 
securing sufficient funds to shove the 
total ahove the $500,000 mark.

Another announcement made by Dr. 
Granville was to the effect that S. F. 
Snyder, assistant to the president, had 
tendered his resignation taking effect 
August first in order to devote all his 
time to the proposed Detachable Heel 
and Rubber Company of Gettysburg. 
Mr. Snyder graduated from Gettys­ 
burg in 1909 and from the Theological 
Seminary in 1912. 
Without waiting 
to 
accept a call to any pulpit 
Mr. 
Snyder, who was then 
a resident of 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, accepted 
the 
position of assistant to the president 
which he held for eight years. 
During his connection with the in­ 
stitution he also 
served as graduate 
manager of athletics. 
He and Richard M. McKey, former­ 
ly of Chicago, are the prime movers in 
the proposed 
Detachable Heel 
and 
Rubber Company and have been work­ 
ing for 
its success since 
announce­ 
ment of the invention of Mrs. Snyder.
